5. COMMENT: APPEARS THAT GENERAL RELEASE WILL BE 
IMPLEMENTED QUICKLY, ACCELERATING TREND TOWARD DE FACTO COM- 
MUNAL SEGREGATION. IN EXCHANGE FOR GIVING UP DEMAND 

THAT ALL RELEASED PERSONS GO BACK TO ORIGINAL 
HOMES, CLERIDES MANAGED TO DEFER FAMILY REUNIFICA- 
TION WHICH GREEKS HAVE INSISTED WOULD BRING SOME 
10,000 TURKS NORTH. UNCLEAR HOW MANY OF RELEASED TURK CYPRIOTS 
WILL DEFER MOVE NORTH TO TURKISH ZONE, PENDING FORMAL 
DECISION ON WHETHER THEY CAN BRING THEIR FAMILIES TO

SETTLEMENT. SO FAR, CLERIDES-DENKTASH FORUM HAS RESOLVED 
ONLY SMALL PART OF PROBLEM OF TURK CYPRIOT 

REFUGEES ON AKROTIRI SBA: STUDENTS WILL BE ALLOWED 
DEPART FOR UNIVERSITIES ABROAD (CONTRARY OUR EARLIER 
UNDERSTANDING, NICOSIA 3052).
